had refused to censent to a 
lease of the line to any railway 
gompany befere settlement of 
its claim against the road had 
been made, and that the bank 
asked $2,000,000 in settlement 
jot these claims. He asnounced 
that the government would not 
recommend payment of this 


it was announeed that that the 
bank had reduced its price to 
$1,700,000, but’ the government 
is still opposed to eccepting 
this, 

‘The premier also tabled the

In addition 
to more than 12,000,000 bushels of 
grain shipped from Montreal since 
the opening: of navigation, Hamburg 
has received 6,014,411 sacks of Cana- 
dian flour in the perlod between Sep- 
tember and June, and is 1,000,000 sacks 
in excess of the 1922-23 season. 

Figures show that Montreal not 
only led all world ports in grain 
shipments, but also in flour exports. 
Although the threatened import tax 
on incoming flour by Germany un- 
doubtedly hastened shipments to that 
country, the fact is nevertheless ap- 
that German consumption of 
Canadian grains is very heavy. The 
aforementioned tax is to go into effect 
August 15.

Should Keep Grain Prices Firm 


Mr. J. Obed Smith, former immi- 
gration commissioner fdr Canada in 
London, refers, in a letter to “Canada,” 
the London weekly, to the growing 
production of foodstuffs in this coun- 
try and the increasing demand for 
them from cther countries—speaking 
of wheat, he says: 

“Canada sells her wheat to Belgium, 
France, Holland, Scandinavia, Italy 
and Germany, besides the Old Land 
and the United States, Russia has 
recently placed an order and paid for 
16,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat. 
That 1s not all. The population of 
the states is rapidly increasing, des- 
pite the immigration quota, which 
prevents too many mouths arriving 
and needing imported food. This 
American market is nearest to Can- 
ada, and will be fed first. 

“The Orient has suddenly discover- 
ed a liking for wheaten bread, and 
shipments of Canadian wheat across 
the Pacific Ocean have shown a large 
and rapid increase. What will be 
the immensity’ of the market if the 
teeming miliions of China and Japan 
should generally adopt wheat tnstead 
of rice, which wheat 
readily supplied by Canada? The 
states have no more land that can 
be profitably used for wheat growing; 
their average result per acre is far 
less than in Canada, while heavy over- 
head charges make it impossible to 
raise and sell wheat on equal terms 
with Canada. 


“The day of export of wheat or flour | 


from the United States is over. This 
is why the Canadian farmer has pre- 
pared more land for crop this year, 
and why so many 
are 
ary northward and buying better land 
than thelr own at one-third the price. 
The inexorable law of supply and de- 
mand governs the price of wheat, and 
while violent fluctuations have been 
seen lately the present market price 
is likely to be near the economic 
standard value of wheat for years to 
come. At that the Canadian farmer 
will profit.”

Some districts in B.C. Show Reduction 
From Last Year 

Commercial apple prospects indicate | 
a total crop of 95 per cent. of 1924, 
when 2,749,544 barrels were harvest- 
ed, or 64.3 per cent. of a five years’ 
| average of 3,088,504 barrels, according 
|to a crop regort just Issued by the de- 
| partment of agriculture. 

The prospective commercial apple 
crop for British Columbia compared 
with 1924 indicates 90 per cent,, or 
2,097,900 boxes, or 80.5 per cent. of a 
five-year average, the report states. 
The slight reduction is caused by win- 
jter injury and the hot weather during 
the past month. 

The grea‘est reduction in the apple 
crop is reported from Creston, Salmon 
/Arm and tho northern Okanagan dis- 
tricts where winter injury was most 
severe, Other districts such as the 
southern Okanagan, Keremeos and| 
, Kootenay Lake, have prospects for in- | 
creased ylelds or equal to last year’s 
crop, which should balance the crop 
| Situation to the above figures.

Trees In Western Canada 


Betterment of Home Life By Improve- 
ment of Surroundings 

The tree planting division of the 
forestry branch of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment department of the interlor 
recently completed its twenty-fifth an- 
nual free distribution-of trees ta farm- 
ers in the prairie provinces. In the 
25 years the division has sent out for 
farm shelter-belt planting a total of 
over 81,000,000 seedlings and cuttings 
of broadleaf trees and nearly 1,500,000 
young spruce and pine transplants. 
Approximately forty thousand shelter- 
belts have been established in western 
Canada since this distribution began. 
Several thousand carefully prepared 
planting reports each year furnish the 
forestry branch with accurate infor- 
mation as to the success of these plan- 
tations, and these reports indicate that 
fully 80 per cent. of them are in a 
thriving condition. 

The stock ig grown at two forest 
nursery stations, the one at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, supplying the 
southern portions of the three prairie 
provinces, and the other at Sutherland 
Saskatchewan, providing material for 
the northern parts. This year 2,470,- 
000 seedlings, cuttings and trans- 
plants wero sent out from Indian Head 
to 3,080 farmers, and 2,500,000 seed- 
lings and cuttings were distributed 
from Sutherland to 3,010 farmers. 
Most of this stock 1s used for planting 
shelter-belts about farm buildings and 
gardens, but there {s an increasing 
demand for material for fleld shelter- 
belts for crop protection and control 
of soil-drifting. 

An interesting and important devel- 
opment of the tree planting movement 
{gs the attitude which teachers and 
educational authorities are beginning 
to take towards it. Many school 
grounds have been planted with the 
assistance of the forestry branch. In 
Saskatchewan 202 schools were this 
spring supplied with 165,000 seedlings 
and cuttings, and a smaller number 
were similarly assisted in Manitoba 
and Alberta. This object lesson in 
the betterment of home life by the im- 


| provement of surroundings is viewed 


as very imrortant by western educa- 
tilonists. 

The system of distribution {s co- 
operative, the farmer providing the 
land and the labor and paying the ex- 
press charges, while the government 
supplies the plant materlal and ex- 
pert advice. In the early days of 
western settlement it was generally 
belleved that trees could not be made 
to grow on the prairie, but as a result 
of this movement that misconception 
has been dissipated, and there is now 
a heavy demand for planting material.

Ce 
Important Event to be Held at Rome 
Next Year 

Representatives of university fores- 
try departments, schools of forestry 
and forestry associations from the four 
corners of the globe are to meet in 
Rome at an international forestry con- 
gress lasting from April 29 to May 65. 
“Those responsible for the congress,” 
say the advance notices, “trust that 
they will be able to bring together in

Canada’s position on a quality basis.

The prosperity of western Canada; 
excellence of growing crops and splen- 
did farming methods followed through- 
out Manitoba and Saskatchewan were 
an eye-opener to the party of United 
States land agents, recently taken on 
a tour of parts of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan, by Dan M, Johnson, west- 
ern manager of agriculture and colont- 
zation for the Canadian National Rail- 
ways. On their return to Winnipeg, 
the members of the party, numbering 
twenty-two from acror= the border, 
were most enthusiastio in thelr praise 
of the country they had visited, and 
were loud in their expressions of ap- 
preciation for the hospitality shown 
them by residents of the various digs- 
tricts visited. 

The tour took them from Winnipeg 
through Dauphin, Melfort, Wadena, 
Prince Albert, Saskatoon, Eston, Kel- 
vington and through the famous Goose 
Lake and Snipe Lake districts. At 
Dauphin they enjoyed a full day’s 
drive through the surrounding terri- 
tory and were entertalned at luncheon 
by the board of trade. At Saskatoon 
the party visited the forestry farm and 


} the university and also enjoyed a five 


hours’ drive as well as being enter- 
tafncd at luncheon. In the Goose 
Lake and Snipe Lake districts they 
made a drive of 165 miles, while in 
Wadena and Kelvington districts the 
party drove over 125 miles in their in- 
spection of farms and vacant lands, 


| being later entertained by the Wadena 
land Kelvington boards of trade. 


On their return to Winnipeg and 
their later departure for the Unitea

not supported by the figures. In the 
year 1924, 438.4 per cent. of our ex- 
ports were classed as raw material, 
while the percentage in the United 
States was 35.7, not a great differ- 
ence when one eonsiders the start 
obtained by our neighbors and the 
home market created by a population 
of about 114,000,000. 

Furthermore, it is to be borne in 
mind that the so-called raw materials 
exported consist mainly of agricultur- 
al products. In 1924, for instance, 
the total exports of Canada were val- 
ued at $1,045,000,000. More than 
half the exvorts originated on Cana- 
dian farms. These were as much the 
products of skilled labor as the output 
of the factories. They gave employ- 
ment to more than half the workers 
of Canada, and maintained a popula- 
tion of 4,436,041 men, women and 
children. It is absurd to speak of 
this gigantis industry as Inferlor to 
those of the cities and towns, Any- 
body who thinks that wheat or cattle 
can be raised by unskilled labor would 
speedily change lus opinion after a

Requirements of World Have De- 
creased In Last Two Yeara 

The pouliry production map of the 

world has undergone remarkable 

changes in the past 15 years. Every- 


| where, possibly except Russia, flocks 
seem to have Increased, but the num-- 


ber of eggs in world commerce has 
diminished, 

Commerce figures of the various 
countries show that fifteen years ago 
about 700,000,000 dozen of eggs in the 
shell were required, while in 1923 only 
450,000,000 were needed. 

In 1910 Russia exported 264,000,000 
dozen of eggs; England imported 216,- 
000,000 dozens, and Germany 275,000,- 
000. England still, takes about the 
same number, but Germany has prac- 


| tleally faded out of the picture. China 


now holds first rank as an exporting 
nation with about 90,000,000 dozen. 

Each cou\try is now more nearly 
producing its own requirements. The 
eges that do get into commerce are 
mainly to take care of the seasonal 
declines in production in the various 
countries. 

In the United States the perfection 


of cold storage methods. makes im- 


porting unnecessary, while the grow- 
ing demands of our population for 
eggs leaves us cach year without a 
surplus. 

In 1910 the production of eggs in the 
U. S, was 1,293,000,000 dozen. By 1924 
production had jumped to more than 
2,200,0600,000 dozen. 

This figures out to about 20 dozen 
eggs a year for every person, a tre- 


indicates widespread prosperity. 

It does not seem likely that home 
consumption can be very much Iin- 
creased or that other countries are 
in a position to absorb large quanti- 
tles of eggs at present prices. The 
world’s poultry map does not encour- 
age expansion of production at. this 
time.-—Country Gentleman.

Weed Suppression and Control by 
Ploughing and Cultivation 
Methods 
Relative to control and suppression 
of weeds the Dominion fleld husband- 
man (Mr. BH. 8. Hopkins) advises that 
in the case of three or four years’ 
rotation, consisting of one’y ear in corn 
or other inter-tilled crop, one year in 
grain, and one or two years in hay, 
that for the inter-tilled crop the land 
should be thoroughly prepared and the 
crop similarly cultivated. In _ the 
four-year rotation the timothy sod can 
be ploughed by August 1, but in the 
case of the three-year rotation, where 
two cuttings of clover are harvested, 
the ploughing will not be possible until 
about September 1. Where couch 
grass is present, or any otlter weeds 
having underground root-stalk, it is 
important to get the land ploughed 
early and to cultivate it throughout 
the remainder of the fall. After 
ploughing It should be harrowed and 
in about a week’s time disced, and 
disced at about a week’s interval un- 
til the sod has rotted sufficiently to 

allow the uso of the cultivator.

To Control Weeds Letter Delayed Thirty Years Will Pp r obe 


Written In January, 1896, Has Just 
Reached Edmonton 

Intimatioa that he had been granted 
@ substantial advance in salary, fail- 
ed to arouse Sheriff Peter Gunn, of 
Edmonton, to any unusual pitch of en- 
thuslasm, Not that he did not appre- 
clate the liberality of his employer, 
bat rather to the fact that he will 
never reap the fruit of the “increase.” 

He was notified of his salary rise 
in a communication from the north 
country, but—and here’s the catch— 
it was written 30 years ago. By some 
trick of fate the letter had gone as- 
tray, but reached Mr. Gunn after such 
a long lapse of time in an excellent 
state of preservation. 

The letter is dated January 6, 1896, 
and was written by Ewen Macdonald, 
at that time manager of the Peace 
River district for the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. Peter Gunn, then compar- 
atively young, was employed at the 
company’s post at Lesser Slave Lake. 

The hardy Scotsman, Macdonald, 
long since dead, informs Mr. Gunn, in 
the letter that his “services have 
been highly satisfactory” and that as 
a result, he has been awarded a “mag- 


nificent” increase in English pound 
sterling. Just how much the “mag- 
nificent” increase amounted to, Mr. 


Gunn declined to divulge, but it was 
so small or so large that it caused 
the sheriff to chuckle. 

The letter reached Edmonton in a 
strange manner. An accompanying 
note intimated that the communica-

only is it possible to measure sleep, 
but there are different means of do- 
ing so, One method is by dropping a 
steel ball.

Only once in 17 years has MacMillan 
been able to view its coast because 
of the wall-like fog.

New Zealand Exhibition

Canada’s participation in the New 
Zealand and South Seas exhibition 
which is to be held at Dunedin, New 
Zealand, on November 1, 1926, to 
April 30, 1926, will show to advantage 
the productions of this country’s re- 
sources and industries. The Cana- 
dian Government exhibition commis- 
sion has contracted to take 24,800 
square feet of space in the best loca- 
tion on the exhibition ground, and will 
erect a very representative exhibit 
showing the natural resources and 
products of the Dominion and the at- 
tractiveness of this country as a place 
for tourists. 

Plans for the design and lay-out of 
the Canadian exhibit have been pre- 
pared and will be carried out by J. O. 
Turcotte, architect /of the Canadian 
Government exhibition commission, 
who will leave Ottawa for New Zea- 
land about the end of the month. 
He is now returning from the British 
Empire exhibition, where he supervis- 
ed the erection of the Canadian Pavl- 
lion and the elaborate designs and dis-

exhibition. When the International 
exhibition was held at Christchurch, 
New Zealand, in 1907, Canada took a

[Declares No Risk In Polar Flying 


Only Means of Solving Scientific 
Problems Says Dr. Hugh Eckener 
Statements that airship exploration 

in the region of the North Pole in- 
volves material risks were contradict- 
ed by Dr. Hugo Eckener, director of 
the Zeppelin plant, who, speaking be- 
fore the German Publishers’ Assocla- 
tion, declared that the only inconven- 
fence and _ possible 
localized storms caused by the meet- 
ing of hot and cold air currents. These, 
however, were not expected at the 
pole, where the average summer tem- 
perature was zero, 

“The Zeppelin represents an instru- 
ment capable of solving scientific pro- 
blems which otherwise could not be 
solved,” declared Dr. Eckener. “With 
an airship it js possible to determine 
definitely the land and water distribu- 
tion at the North Pole, whether there 
are large stretches of land on this or 
the other side of the pole, the depth 
of.the waters, and if the pole area 1s 
occupied by a shallow lake or deep 
ocean. 

“The result of the observation will 
facilitate the drawing of important 
conclusions about ocean currents and 
meteorological relations. They will 
also enable experimental research on 
atmospheric electricity, the earth's 
magnetism und the phenomenon of 
polar lights.”

Of England 


Has Increased From Twelve Millions 
To Nearly Thirty-elght Millions 
: In Hundred Years 

In a hundred years the population of 
England and Wales has increased 
from twelve millions to nearly thirty- 
elght millions, and accompanying that 
increase there has been a general ex- 
cess in the number of females. ‘This 
{s one of many interesting conclusions 
arrived at by the registrar-general, 
who has puolished his final volume on 
the census for 1921. 

Some curious facts emerge from the 
comparisons available as to the mar- 
riage stage of the population. For 
every 1,000 unmarried men in the 
country there are 1,153 unmarried 
women. In Lancashire the propor-, 
tion of unmarried women is even 
higher (1,179), and in the West Riding 
of Yorkshirsa it 4s 1,141. 

Nevertheless, the chances of mar- 
rlage in Yorkshire, and, indeed, in 
the northeastern counties generally, 
are comparatively high. In the west 
riding the proportion of married wo- 
men {is 898 in every thousand, in 
Derbyshire {t {s 403, in Durham 384, 
Lancashire 878, Northumberland 374, 
in London it {s only 864, and in 
Hampstead falls as low as 304. ‘The 
expectation of marriage, therefore, 
appears to be much higher in the north 
than in the south.

The number 13 played a curious part 
in the Ife of Richard Wagner. He

Sightless Woman “Sees” , 
Colors In Singing 


Extraordinary Experiences of Bristol 
Girl Who Was Born Blind 

Have people born blind a sense of 
color? 

The experience of Miss Eva H. 
Longbottom, a young woman of Bris- 
tol, England, who has been blind from 
birth, suggests that the brain may 
have other methods of perceiving col- 
or than by the ordinary means through 
the optic nerve, for she “sees” voices 
and other sounds, 

Miss Longbottom provides an extra- 
ordinary example of the great accom- 
plishments that can be acquired even 
by the blind. > 

She fs the British Helen Keller. She 
{s an L.R.A.M. and A.R.C.M., is not 
only a ballad singer but has appeared 
in oratorio—a great feat for a totally 
blind person who cannot see the con- 
ductor’s beat. ss 

Miss Longbottom told the reporter 
that it was as a child that she first 
became aware that sound was produc- 
ing vision. 

She had attended a concert at which 
Mr. Ben Davies sang. 

“As he proceeded with his song,” 
she sald, “I became aware of a strange 
and mystic light shining near me, and 
felt an impulse to stretch out my fin- 
gers and catch it. Never having from 
my earliest days beheld a ray of light, 
{I marvelled much at wlfat I now saw 
so clearly, and thought it must be 
some creation of my own brain.” 

Miss Longbottom made up her mind 
to encourage this sensation of lght, 
for, though she had no idea of light 
as such, yet she belleved, by compar- 
ing impressions with her friends, that 
this was what actually had appeared. 

Here ars some main colors which 
Miss Longbottom sees, though she is 
| conscious of infinite variations: 
| Red: Deep voice, contralto or bass. 
“Sometimes the red is almost phys!- 
cally painful.” 

Orange: A powerful voice with a 
full ring. 

Violet: High notes with rapid vibra- 
tions. A must pleasing color. It is 
peculiar to the violin and plano, so- 
pranos and tenors, 

Apart from her color sense sha pos- 
sesses many other mystifying quali- 
ties. She goes to “see” the films, has 
the captions read to her, and, apart 
|from that, dislikes any further in- 

formation. She visualizes the plc- 
ture play for herself, and astonishes | 
/other people by the correctness of her | 
descriptions.

This footwear is said to last 
from four to six months and generally 
sells to fishermen and laborers in the 
sugar and pineapple plantations. The 
soles are cut symmetrical so that 
both shoes fit either foot. By chang- 
ing them about from day to day the 
wear is equalized.
